The gross unfair~ 
neas of such a rule, if carried into practice, 
is obvious. -Theseller, who at.tho time. of 
the contract thinks he has two or -three 
weeks in which to procurs the stock - which 
he bas-to deliver, may -find five minutes 
later that ke-has only forty-eight hours in 
which todo ao! Tho sole result. would -be 
that no one woald sell. stock which he. did 
not possess at the time of the sale; in fact, 
it would effectually prevent all bear opern- 
tions, and thus do away. with.the chief cause 
of the stability of markets and the negoti- 
ability of stocks. The public will not 
understand that every. bear sale strengthens 
protanto the bull position, Had- it been 
possible ta sell beara. of Argentines, we 
should not now be weighted down by the 
Murrieta and Baring commitments, The 
fall very possibly would have been as great 
as it was, but the repurohases of the bear 
wonld have enchled the realisation of musses 
of the stocks for which uo bayers can yet be 
found. Legislation to prevent either bulls 
or heara making protits by illegitimate 
meaus is all very well; but to forbid 
4 hort” eales only weakens the position 
which it is intended to assist.’

TOBACCO FERSUS CONSUMPTION, 


We believe, writes Dr Theodore Griffin in 
the Pacific Medical Journal, that erelong 
tobacco will bs regarded as « valuable the- 
zapeutic agent. A plant which produces 
such marked disturbances of pliystological 
iuhetions whén used to excess, is likely to 
possess saluable therapeutic propertios, 
which we will endeavor to find in its amoke. 
It has been demunstrated that it is de- 
struetible to csrtain germs, : 

Dr ¥. Leasinari, asaistant at the hygienic 
institute o. the University of Pisa, publishes 
some interesting experiments with tobacco 
amoke on various patheenic and non-patho= 
genic organisms. Theduration of the fu- 
migations varied from thirty to thirty-five 
minutes, and the quantity of tobacco con- 
sumed amounted to from 3} to 44 grammes. 
It.was shown that tobacco smoke possesses 
the property of retarding the developiment 
of some pathagenio baotéria and preventing 
the growth of others. Thus the smoke from 
ya large Virginia cigar retarded the develop- 
ment of the bacterium prodigivans for 
seventy-two hours, of the staphylococcus 
aureus for seventy-three -hours, nnd of the 
anthrax Bacillus for ninety-seven hours. 
No development of eclonies of tha spitile 
of Asiatic cholera, anthrax, and of tha 
bacillt of typhus fever and poeumonia wan. 
observed after. from a -handsced-und- 
twenty-eight tou hundred and sixty-eight 
-houra, The author regards these results as 
due to the chemioal action uf the ingredients 
of tobacos amoke. : : 

For yeara dentists have recogaized the 
fact that tobacco is an active germicide, and 
state that tobucso-users have the hest pro- 
served teeth. For twenty years l have been 

engaged in the genera! practice of medicine, 
{ard during that time have treuted many 
enses of pulmonary tuberoulosis. 1 do not 
remember that one of iny consumptive cases 
; Was a habitual smoker of tubaceo. My re- 
ilections on this subject lead me to euguest 
that tobacco smoke, us inhaled daily and ol- 
most hourly by the habitual smoker, retards 
| ot prevents the development of the bacillus 
‘ tuberculosis in the larynx and luags of the 
| smoker, ag it has been demonstrated to pre- 
i Yeut the development of the bacilli of typhus 
fever and pneumonia. Took hack upon 
your cuses uf.cousumption and recali te 
j wind, any among theta who were habitual 
| smokers of tobacco, As tur as I can re- 
j call to mind, tebacco-smckers hare gust 
lungs. y

lungs uf the smoker? If it ‘is capable of 
destroying the germ that causes caries of 
the ‘teeth, why should it mot be equally 
effective against the germ thet causes caries 
‘of the lungs? =How many habitual amekers 
die of eaticumplien? 1 do not hesitate to 
advise moderat: smuking to those wha de-
